us in our Sentiments that way. Our various 


manners of Thinking depend upon our ſe- 


veral Intereſts, Ways of Education, or diffe- 
rent Degrees oſ Underſtanding, ſo that upon

the main, it is not in our Power to think 


believe as we Pleaſe, or ſo as to Pleaſe others, 


or otherwiſe than we do, until we are better 
B and we ought to uſe all Lawful 


informed; 
and proper Ways and Means to be rightly 
informed. But this is no new Thing, it hath 


been ſo from the beginning of the Chriſtian 
Diſpenſation, and all a- long. We may find 


it was ſo in the days of the Apoſtles, People 


poſſeſſing the one, true and living God, and 


the Lord Chriſt the Son of God, : differed 
widely at that Time, in fome Things. And 
we may. alſo obſerve the great-Influence, and 


Effect, which Education, and early Impreſ- 


fions, have upon moſt People. Impreſſions

But if a Man's Religion be Right, it will en- 


dure the ſtricteſt Scrutiny, and if upon a due 


Search it appears 20 him to be Wrong, he ought 
to receed from it, and retain or embrace no- 
thing but the Truth: T here is as great a 
mixture of Errors in the Chriſtian World at 
this Day, as any Time heretofore. And Man- 
kind are apt to be ſo tenacious of their AC- 


quired and imbibed Notions (if moſt Hetero- 


dox), ſo cenſorious of others, and ſo confident 
and forward are they to judge in favour of 
themfelves, that wanting Charity, the moſt 
neceſſary Point, they, as unjuſt Judges, are 
ready to exclude all others of a different way 
of Thinking and Profeſſion, even out of the 


Favour and Kingdom of God.—That. is a - 


very dangerous State indeed; but contrary to 
this, I remember what the Apoſtle Peter ſaid, 
and I believe it is altogether true; Of a

This is our Sentiment: we have never pre- 
tended that Religion 18 only among us, ex- 
cluſiye of Others; for my own part, or do be- 


leve, and may fay,” I partly underftand, that 


there are ſome among every Sect, char might 
be named, to whom God hath regard : They 
who mind the Fear of God, and are Religious, 
doing their utmoſt according to their Ko 
ledge to pleaſe him, are accepted of him, un-

> | once; for there are Degrees of Manifctazon, | 
and Attainments in the Spirit, and Spiritual 
1 Knowledge and T hings, ſo that many of them 
. continued for a Time in ſome of their old Opi- 
nions and Traditions, not of the Nature of 
the Goſpel of Chriſt, which remain among 
ſome, profeſſing Chriſt until this Day. And 
many more , pernicious, Errors have, in the 
Courſe of Ages, been invented and added, 
and have obtained ſince in the Chriſtian 
World, and ſtill ſubſiſt and are maintained, 
and ever will, until the Spirit of Chriſt, the 
Eſſential Truth of God, as he is believed in, 
and duly attended and obeyed, as manifeſted 
in the Hearts of Mankind, clear their Un- 
derſtandings from all Miſtakes and Errors, as

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he n Sanctifies their Hlürte and Minds | 


| from all Corruption. There is one Inſtance, 
in the Days of the Apoſtles, more particu- 
larly in my Remembrance, whereby it appears, 
chat though ſome of the Jews, did believe 


chat the Lord Jeſus Chriſt was the Meſfiah 


promiſed, yet they were ftill of Opinion the 


Law was in force, and were ſo tenacious of 


it, that ſome of them, who preached Chriſt, 
| Hkewife taugh*, that, Unleſs they were Cir- 
cumciſed and kept the Law, they could not 
be ſaved, when, at the ſame time, it was a- 
brogated and null by his coming, and in which 
they alſo infincerely temporiſed, for fear of 
Perſecution by their perverſe and unbelieving 
Brethren, Gal. ch. vii. v. 12, I 3. 28 87 by 
xv, v. 1, 5, & 24. | 


But the Apoſtle Paul, a "cheat Vet of 
Honour unto God, a Man excellently illu- 
minated, a Man of Sincerity and Truth, and 
holy Fortitude and Courage, having no other 
view in preaching the Goſpel, but the Glory 
and Honour of God and Chriſt, the Diſcharge 
of the Duty of his calling, his own Salvation, 
and the Redemption of Mankind, bear an- 
other Teſtimony, and preached true Doctrine, 

telling them plainly, and particularly the Con- 
gregation at Galatia, that if they were Citcums 
_ Chriſt ſhould profit them nothing, ws 
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that ſuch were =» ſtill Debtors to. do che Whole 
Law of Moſes, which brought them back 
from the Liberty of the Goſpel, and that they 
were fallen from Grace. Gal. ch. v, ver. 1, 2, 
2, 4, and. ſee allo, Acts, ch. xv, ver. 1, 24. And 
again, returned unto the Yoke of Bondage, 
the Law of Ceremonies, and Cardinal Ordi- 
nances, under Statutes that were not good, 
Ezek. ch. xx, ver, 25. And by the works 
of the Law ſhall-no Man living be juſtified. | 


This Apoſtle, as well as the reſt of them, 
f Jbaving by ſound Doctrine, condemned that Er- 

g or, proceeds to preach. Salvation unto them 
1; Aby Faith in Chriſt, by whom alone they could 
be ſaved, faying, In Chriſt Jeſus, neither 
« Circumciſion availeth any thing, nor Uncir- 
4 cumciſion, but F aith, which worketh by 
«© Love,” Gal. ch. v. ver. 6. | Circumciſion 
therefore, or any other Ceremony of the Law, 
or other Ceremony invented, imitated, and 
impoſed by Man, if they continued in them, 

vould be ſo far from contributing any thing

ice of ſuch Things, neither would a bare de-

of the Goſpel, at this Day, in and among his 


among us, and likewiſe many among other 
Profeſſions, have never. come under the Ad- 
miniſtration of thoſe outward Things at all, 
in any Form, yet are no better by only declin- 
ing or neglecting them, nor by ſuch Omiſſion 
only are they imitated into our Religion, or the 


pen to be in outward Society under any Name 
or Diſtinction. For as at chat Time, neither 
Circumciſion nor Uncircumciſion availed any 


Adminiſtration of Water or Bread and Wine, 
in any Form, or by whatſoever Adminiſtrator 


lification whatſoever, or under whatever Cir- 
cumſtances as to Time or Times, Poſture or 
Place, availeth any thing ; but the ſame liv- 
ing Faith, grounded upon the ſenſible opera- 
ticn of the Word of God, its immediate Ob- 
ject in that Heart where it is wrought, 5 the 
Manifeſtation of Divine Love. 


And if we, Who + the Truth of God, 
the true Chriſtian Nee have not ob- 
tained 
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tained this moſt precious F aith, our Profeſſion 
is Vain, it is a Lie, we are falſe Witneſſes, yet 
in our Sin and Miſerable. And therefore, 
let us take the good and ſafe Counſel of that 
great Apoſtle, to examine ourſelves and prove 
our own {elves (every one for one), whether 
we be in this Faith, and whether Chriſt be 
, thus in us, leaſt we profeſs him in- vain to be- 
come in us by his Holy Spirit, and our Works 
give us the Lye, and declare we are Repro- 
bates : But I truſt ye. are not Reprobates, but 
the ſaved of the Lord. Dear Friends, we can 
never be too ſecure, in a thing of the higheſt 


Importance to us in this World, and that 
which 1s to come. 


Seeing then this Faith is the firſt main Point 
here propoſed, in order to our Salvation, it 
implies, that there muſt be a proper, power- 
ful, and ſaving Objed, to be believed in, and 
Means to W it, without which it could 
not be, who, therefore, muſt we Mortals be- 
lieve ant confide 1n, and unto whom muſt we 
look for this Faith ? for we cannot acquire it 
by any Power, or Faculty, or Search of our 
own, we cannot believe what we pleaſe, or. 
reject what we will. —This Faith is the Gift 
of God, therefore, ſuch as have not through 
his Grace already obtained it, muſt look unto 
him only for it. And if we believe any thing

But ſome may have 
fearched the Scripture concerning this Faith, 
and believed zhere is ſuch a Thing, and read 
many other Books, and conſidered them, and 
compared one part of Scripture with another, 
and one Bock with another, and what the Au- 
thors have wrote on this Subject; he may 
with much Zeal and good Intent, have gone 
fom Meeting to Meeting, and one famed 
Preacher to another, and heard of many good 
and fine Things, delivered with exa#7 connec: 

tion 
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tion of Parts according to Art, and with very 
Beautiful and agreeable Eloquence, and may 
have a large Collection of Points and Particulars ' 
in his Memory, and in Notes and References; 
but does all this give the Man Faith that 
works by Love? No, this Man may conceive 
a good Opinion of thoſe Things he Hears or 
Reads, and may aſſent in his Head to Matters 


of Fact reported, or the moral Truths of Doc- -- 


trines, and yet be ſtill ignorant of the Gift of 
God; and as the Woman of Samaria was, 
though talking with the Saviour of the World, 
the Author and Finiſher of that Faith, concern- 
ing the Religions profeſſed and conteſted at that 
Time, and yet both Religions ana the Dit- 
puters of them ſhort of the Truth. 


But the Faith which the Apoſtle there men- 
tions, as ſo abſolutely needful, is (as J have 
ſaid) the Gift of God, It comes by the Opera- 
lion of the Holy Spirit of Chriſt, the Word of 
of Life, in the Hearts of all Mankind who 
are favoured with it, and this Word is in all 
Men; the true and eſſential Divine Light, 
which Hghteth every Man that comettr into the 
World. And when a Man doth fee! the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt, the Spirit of Chriſt, <wor«zne in his 
Heart, and ſbining into his Mind, and illumi- 
nating his Underſtanding, the convincing and 
edifying MWiſdom and Power of God (Chriſt 
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who is that Wiſdom and Power) and the Fa- 


ther will then be the immediate and preſent Ob- 
Jef? of the Faith and Mind of him, who receives 


it by this Pleſſed Operation. This is the way 
by which Faith is given of God, though it 
pleaſeth him, in the ſuperaboundings of his 
Goodneſs and Mercy, ſometimes to convey 


or begin this Faith in the Hearts of Men by 


the Miniſtry of choſen inſtruments, who he hath 


fitted to co-operate with him in his own Power, 


and under his own immediate Direction and 


Conduct: As faith the ſame' Apoſtle, '< Tho?
